Senator Edward W. Brooke of Massachusetts concurre 
with nomination of Senator Saxbe. Michael V. v DiSalle, former 
G ov<=>rjfl<p r of otpo . while considering Senator Saxbe very capable 1 , 
declined to furnish recommendation due to bel'ief Senator Saxbe 
was involved in using influence in 1962 in obtaining of loan 
from Small Business Administration for an Ohio businessman. 
Newspaper articles 11/73 disclosed Senator Saxbe wrote letter* 
of recommendation in 1969 to Nevada Gaming Control Board oh 
behalf of Sam W. Klein, who reportedly is connected with 
organized crime. Klein resubmitted application for gaming 
license 4/73 again listing Senator Saxbe as character reference 
but in 11/73 requested, by letter, Senator Saxbe be dropped as 
character reference. Copies of aforementioned letters obtained. 
Another newspaper article 11/73 indicated , Senator Saxbe was 
criticized for dropping a gaming probe in Ohio for political

Army Air Force. While still in college, he was elected in 1947 to 
the Ohio State House of Representatives, serving as a member of this 
body until 1954. He later served three terms, 1957 - 1959, and 
1963 - 1969, as Attorney General of the State of Ohio. During the 
intervening period, he was engaged in the private practice of law 
in Columbus, Ohio, and since January, 1969, has been a United States 
Senator from Ohio-. He is married to the former Ardath Louise Kleinhan 
and they' have three children, two sons and a daughter. 

. During the course of this investigation, approximately 
183 individuals, consisting of Congressional colleagues, professional 
associates, acquaintances, labor, religious, and civic leaders, were 
interviewed.

From 1959 to 1963, Senator Saxbe was associated with the 
Columbus, Ohio, law firm Dargusch, Saxbe and Dargusch. The senior 
Dargusch was suspended from the practice of law in Ohio in 1964 
for activities which took place from 1957 to 1959. Senator Saxbe 
was not mentioned in the ensuing investigation conducted by the 
Columbus Bar Association and its investigation showed all activities 
on the part of Dargusch took place before Senator Saxbe became 
associated with the firm. Newspaper articles indicate Senator Saxbe 
was a stockholder in the Bally Manufacturing Corporation of Chicago, 
producer of pinball and slot machines j however, he disposed of his 
holdings upon learning an officer of the firm was a business associate 
of a reputed leader of a criminal syndicate. Senator Saxbe is a 
codefendant in a pending civil action brought by Care Centers, 
Incorporated, owner of a nursing home in Urbana, Ohio. This suit 
involves a leaking roof in the nursing home and the original suit 
was made against tbe contractor, however, the contractor made 
Senator Saxbe a party to the suit as a former owner of the property. 
Senator Saxbe was the subject of a conflict of interest investigation 
conducted by the Bureau in 1973, involving a possible violation of 
Section .203, Title 18, United States Code.
